CIATION.—A Senator from Alabama who 
means celebrated for scholarship statesmanlike 
qualifications any kind was asked the course 
debate would yield the floor for moment 
Senator from Iowa, and replied: “If learns 
say Iowa like say it, then will yield him.”

Uniformity grammatical construction seems 
not far off, but will long the future, ever 
the time arrives, when there will even approx- 
imation uniformity pronunciation. One the 
aspects the matter interesting school teachers 
was stated follows recently Dr. Frank Vi- 
zetelly, managing editor the Standard Dictionary, 
interviewed reporter for the New York Times: 

“The man who would set out standardize 
American speech has face conditions the import- 
ance which few realize. Such undertaking 
cannot achieved merely one person. must 
done congress individuals, representing 
the best that there linguistics over all the land. 
Once this congress committee appointed, the 
first thing has face the unpleasant fact that, 
indicating correct pronunciations the past, 
have employed many ninety-two vowel-sym- 
bols indicate fifteen our vowel-sounds alone, 
out twenty- -three recognized inseparable the 
pronunciation our speech the Joint Committee 
the National Education Association, the Amer- 
ican Philological Association, the Modern Language 
Association and the Simplified Spelling Board. 
the work must begin the adoption alphabet 
which one sound shall indicated one sym- 
bol and that one symbol shall inseparable that 
sound, 

“To able read correctly, one must well 
grounded the values the different letters the 
English alphabet alone and their various combi- 


nations. the field pronunciation, the work 
beset with many difficulties and the child who 
studies our speech retarded its studies the 
adoption so-called phonetic systems, which our 
letters are decorated with dots and dashes, curves 
and curlicues such chaotic aggregation 
severely tax the young mind. these very ag- 
gregations that form the stumbling block the 
progress children and add the perplexities that 
teachers themselves have solve.” 

will noted that Dr. Vizetelly refers 
“American speech.” another part the inter- 
view, which was long one, observed that “on 
the subject the best speech, differing opinions are 
held the United States and Great Britian.” 
far pronunciation concerned, recognizes that 
there are wide differences different parts the 
United Kingdom itself, his own opinion evidently 
being that “the Irish rendering English speech 
more exact than the speech the educated Lon- 
doner.” 

But the subject too large for the discussion 
more than one corner short article—and 
this article must end here. 


PARKS TEXTS FOR TEACHING.—The 
United States Bureau Education offers new 
textbook the elementary schools the country. 
Its pages consist the hills and valleys, open 
spaces and woods the State parks and forests 
America. make the utmost use these reser- 
vations education the bureau has recently issued 
sort index their contents, indicating how the 
material may worked into the daily classroom 
program, the aim being stimulate the pupil’s in- 
terest the world about him. 

approach such studies, the State park, 
suggested, should first reproduced minia- 
ture out wood and wire, clay and paint and bits 
dried plants. Then with photographs and read- 
ings, moving pictures and field trips, the interest 
the class may aroused and led make appli- 
cation park information lessons nature 
study, geography, history, civics, art and literature. 

How State parks may turned the service 
geography classes indicated outlined lesson 
Adirondack Park New York, with its rounded 
domes worn smooth through the centuries, and 
Custer Park the Black Hills South Dakota, 
showing the jagged peaks the newer Rockies. 
The Dunes State Park Indiana, the shore 
Lake Michigan, offered object lesson 
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sand movements and erosion water and wind; 
and the Petit Jean State Park Arkansas, what 
said the oldest mountain top the world, 
the southern Ozarks, another erosion lesson, 
showing its rocks and gorges the wearing effects 
running water. 

The names State parks furnish the cue their 
use history work. The fact that park about 
which the pupil learning bears the name cer- 
tain man, said, will arouse his interest find 
out more about his life and Thus one may 
led eagerly make the acquaintance Joyce Kil- 
mer, account the State forest dedicated his 
memory Pennsylvania, Franklin Lane, 
account his memorial grave the Humboldt 
State Redwood Park California. 

The fact that Connecticut has made park the 
scene General camp during the 
winter 1778-79 may provide stimulating ap- 
proach Revolutionary War history; may 
visit the park New Jersey marking the spot 
where Washington, having crossed the Delaware, 
landed Trenton. 


CAPACITY TEST FOR LAW STUDENTS.— 
student’s capacity deal with abstract ideas and 
with symbols affords more trustworthy indication 
than his college record his qualifications for the 
practice law. least, this the conclusion 
which has been arrived Young Smith, act- 
ing dean the Law School Columbia University. 
Seven years experimentation, says, have con- 
firmed the belief that mistake admit candi- 
dates the Law School merely because the 
standing they have maintained college. 

Explaining what hereafter the plan 
Columbia dealing with candidates for admission 
the Law School, Dean Smith says: “We give 
man sentence read, then take away from him 
and make him summarize his own words what 
has just read. man who can’t that satis- 
factorily will not make good lawyer.” The Dean 
condemns the practice taking men their 
college degrees only waste year their lives 
finding out that they are unfitted nature for the 
profession which they aspire. Not only un- 
fair these men themselves, but others, for the 
reason that their presence the school interferes 
with the work more capable students. 

regard the evidence which founds his 
belief this testing system, Dean Smith observes: 

“Beginning 1921 and extending over period 
four years, elaborate and carefully prepared 
examination calculated test the general capacities 
the students was given all the members the 
entering classes. These papers were rated and 
the end three years the student’s grades the 
law school were compared with his rating the 
capacity test given the beginning his first year. 
The last these tests was given 1924 the class 
which graduated 1927. The results this ex- 
periment show that over per cent the men 
who scored below certain grade the capacity 
test did poor work law school. Most them 
were either excluded from the school during the 
first and second years else failed graduate. 
This correlation remained almost constant over 
period four vears, making fairly certain that 
the capacity test was reliable device for detecting 


advance most the men who were almost certain 
fail their law school work.” 

the light these statistics, the advisability 
enforcing the test not questioned. However, 
will borne mind that the test not pro- 
posed measure the general intelligence 
those whom applied, but only measure 
their adaptability the profession the law. 
Many man who would fail lawyer richly 
endowed for success other pursuits which are 
honorable themselves, remunerative those who 
follow them, and beneficial the community. 


RELIGION EDUCATION.—That the foun- 
dation enlightened government religion was 
the high note struck President Coolidge his 
address the celebration the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary Philipps Academy. The as- 
sertion would have been accepted axiomatic 
men the century which witnessed the institution 
the Republic. Realizing the doubting spirit 
the present age, the President supported his theme 
with argument. 

After declaring that “our doctrine equality and 
liberty, humanity and charity, comes from our 
belief the brotherhood man through the father- 
hood God,” added that “unless our people are 
thoroughly instructed the great truths religion, 
they are not fitted either understand our institu- 
tions provide them with adequate support.” 
observed that “for our independent colleges and 
secondary schools neglectful their responsi- 
bilities this direction turn their graduates 
loose with simply increased capacity prey 
upon each affirmed that “such derelic- 
tion duty would put jeopardy the whole fabric 
society.”

American London asked 
driver how often the omnibuses left for certain point, 
and received the reply, “Quarter arter, ‘alf arter, quarter 
and at,” whereas American would have said, “Every 
quarter hour.” and energetic people have 
patience with long sentences and long words, and are 
continually clipping the coin speech, when they say 
cent.” for and “consols” for “consolidated 
stock” and “bus” for “omnibus.” Purists refuse accept 
“pants” substitute for “pantaloons,” but daily 
speech are very likely sanction “phone” for “telephone.” 

This the Twentieth century, and the world moving 
very fast. Most its inhabitants are aware that “time 
money,” and that, other things being equal, what saves 
time advantageous. They prefer short words long 
ones. They want words that are clear meaning and 
compact cannon-balls, that when sped from the 
mouth the speaker every syllable will hurtle the mark.

They mani- 
fest their mutual desire study the past all its 
objective facts judiciously interpreted, 
part that good will and friendship which the sin- 
cere search after truth and the democracy schol- 
arship should universally produce. 

purpose this paper trace rather the 
bolder lines the evolvement the new history 
its more immediate and practical applications 
than enter upon lengthy exposition what the 
New History is. fact, going limit my- 
self one feature, but most important feature, 
the New History. going speak the spirit 
fairness and impartiality which the spirit 
the New History introducing. This feature has 
more with morality and mental balance than 
with scientific precision, but requires quality 
mind and heart without which history scienti- 
fic precision and full, accurate representation can- 
not exist. this spirit try form 
correct and fully adequate picture the past from 
the unimpassioned consideration and judicious in- 
terpretation all the groups facts. They en- 
deavor bridle undisciplined passions and mas- 
ter undue emotion that the clear and keen eye 
their reason may gaze unclouded and through 
lucid medium the picture the past. They sup- 
press personal feeling matters nationality and 
religion, and thus detached they rise above those 
clouds and storms party which draw film over 
men’s judgments, and they gaze down through calm, 
clear light upon the vast unrolled panorama cor- 
rectly interpreted facts. 

can only appreciate the change this matter 
judicious impartiality recalling the fact its 
absence historians older school. shall 
consider first the non-Catholic schools history 
having had more correct this regard and 
having actually gone far its correction. 

When one considers the strength the passions 
let loose Luther’s sixteenth 
against the old Church, one will not surprised 
see these passions hurtling into the domain 
history. When Martin Luther saw that some 
his followers were entering the lists the field 
history had only encouragement for them, which 
expressed with his characteristic robustness. 
One these Flacius towards whom Luther 


stood the role master, protector and intimate 
friend, was the inspirer and the soul the famous 
Magdeburg Centuries, whose initial volume ap- 
peared 1559. The Centuries purported 
universal history the past written the interests 
Protestantism. There need here enter 
any length into the untruth and the unfairness 
the Centuries, for this quality now universally 
recognized, but mention them only show that 
from its early days the religious controversies and 
passions stampeded into the plains Protestant his- 
toriography. Here these passions long remained, 
very long indeed. And not only Germany, but 
England also, and especially Scotland, there 
was used against the old Church the weapon 
twisted history, weapon whose edge was sharp- 
ened the actual mistakes Catholic leaders and 
the cruelty certain Catholic princes. Other de- 
fects historiography were corrected, but this de- 
fect religious national bias remained; the New 
History was well its march before the spirit 
impartiality began still further complete its now 
well-moulded form. history the Popes pub- 
lished England 1757, which was that time 
considered really moderate, contains this passage 
way summing up: have interest 
praise blame the See Rome...Avarice, ambi- 
tion, sacrilege, perjury, absolute contempt every- 
thing sacred, the most amazing dissoluteness, every 
species debauchery excess, total depravity 
and corruption doctrine and morals, characterize 
the history the Popes.” Two hundred years 
twisted history had made historical unfairness 
England national defect. continued long after 
1757. included not only the old Church, but also 
the Middle Ages which the old Church was the 
soul. Nearly all the Protestant English histor- 
ians the last quarter the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and many after this time, astound one their 
ignorance the Medieval Church, and not unfre- 
quently jar and bruise one’s sensibilities the un- 
hidden dislike its principles and organization. 
They may characterized being full the 
“old ignorance.” has but take Macaulay 
Gibbon Milman Hallam; Freeman Lecky 
Froude see that this abundantly true. There 
used, therefore, well-founded complaint that 
these men did not give just picture the Middle 
Ages its Church, but one distorted ignor- 
ance and dislike. The New History had not yet 
come eliminate national and religious emotion 
nor give unimpassioned consideration and judi- 
cious interpretation all the phases the past. 
Thus Cardinal Newman spoke the great stream 
Protestant tradition, Lord Acton conspiracy 
against the truth, and only recently Michael Wil- 
liams the fountains bigotry. 

But the New History fast coming correct 
also this, and encouragingly large number 
cases has already done so. This great step forward 
connected with the more general movement 
thought favor the Middle Ages the fields 
literature, architecture and economics. The Middle 
Ages, despised the Renaissance and its subse-

quent admirers, are coming last into their own, 
and this nowhere less unmistakably than history. 
Walter Scott and the romanticists different coun- 
tries did much call back interest them; English 
historians like John Green even Lord Macau- 
lay were consciously proud their country’s medie- 
val past; the noble-hearted John Ruskin was led 
his study art and architecture see deeper and 
deeper into the soul Catholicism and the 
Middle Ages. Ruskin offers excellent example 
knowledge dispelling prejudice. effort was made 
for fairness and for some sort sympathetic under- 
standing such European historians Guizot, 
Buckle, Ranke and John Morley, though these left 
much, some them very much indeed, de- 
sired. But even the best the above were very 
much improved upon qualities fairness and in- 
terpretation Maitland his “The Dark 
Ages,” which appeared the last quarter the 
nineteenth century. This work really headed the 
new movement. was followed not very long 
interval the sympathetic and well-balanced His- 
tory the Popes Bishop Creighton, and then 
the present century there appeared James Gairdner’s 
excellent volumes: “Lollardy and the Reformation 
England.” Thus the darkness and ugliness the 
“old ignorance” was being fast transmuted the 
light knowledge let above suppressed emotion. 

The movement continued, and its later develop- 
ments were seen America the Columbia school 
historians headed James Harvey Robinson, 
and such men Charles Homer Haskins Har- 
vard and George Lincoln Burr Cornell. These 
men have influenced and helped form rising 
generation with the result that the Middle Ages to- 
gether with its Church, likewise the Protestant 
Revolt, actually and for some time has been 
handled spirit enlightened knowledge and 
fairness which one would have sought vain some 
twenty-five thirty years ago. The large space 
these writers give the Catholic Church their 
medieval histories, the recognition that Church’s 
vast influence European culture and civilization, 
these things used not so. 

can watch this spirit the new history grow- 
ing the writings even the same individual his- 
torians when compare their earlier with their 
later products. James Harvey Robinson once made 
interesting statement Columbia reference 
his work “Petrarch, the First Modern Scholar 
and Man Letters,” written before 1898, when 
was admirer the Renaissance and ignorant 
much that now knows about the Middle Ages and 
the Medieval Church. said that had nega- 
tived every positive statement that book and posi- 
tived every negative one would have been some- 
what nearer the truth. Even his works the last 
two three years are improvement respect 
fairness over those ten fifteen years ago. 
was fitting that the man who 1921 wrote “The 
New History” should show example what had 
tried inculcate precept. Compare the early 
works Raymond Gettell, for instance, “Prob- 
lems Political Evolution” (1914), with his “His- 
tory Political Thought” (1924), and marked 
improvement will seen his sympathetic under- 
standing the Middle Ages, the Medieval Church 
and the Reformation. So, take the two recent 
non-Catholic biographers St. Ignatius, Henry 
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Dwight Sedgwick and Paul Van Dyke. Sedgwick’s 
“Italy the Thirteenth Century” was written 
1912, his “Ignatius Loyola” 1923. Eleven years 
have greatly improved the measured fairness its 
tone. Van Dyke shows himself more measuredly 
understanding Loyola’s Church his life the 
saint written 1925 than did when published 
his “Age the Renascence” 1897, though this 
latter cannot called inaccurate unfair. 
Arthur Tilley his “Studies the French Renais- 
sance,” published 1922, corrects statement 
had made about Lorenzo Valla few years previ- 
ously his “Dawn the French Renaissance,” 
when spoke the humanist’s attitude towards 
the Church one “cold and critical hostility.” 
But perhaps the most striking example this re- 
shaping opinions the one given himself 
Lynn Thorndike his review Roo’s “Alex- 
ander says (The Commonweal, Dec. 17, 
1925, “On looking over, for example, some 
notes taken sixteen seventeen years ago con- 
nection with course that was giving under- 
graduates upon the Renaissance find such asser- 
tions that would sell benefices, 
poison the recipients, and then sell the church offices 
over again, gratifying simultaneously his cruelty and 
his avarice. That had passionately sensual 
temperament, kept harem the Vatican, and was 
swayed almost insane weakness for his illegi- 
timate for Caesar, that once 
stabbed minion the Pope Alexander’s very 
arms, and would shoot criminals down court- 
yard with bows and arrows for sport.” Professor 
Thorndike’s inference that much this more 
less gross exaggeration. 

Thus down through the writings the same men 
can watch the New History forming. The for- 
mer complaint Catholics that history has been 
conspiracy against the truth has important 
measure been listened to, and much that now be- 
ing written from this point view very refresh- 
ing. 

One may cite many late and excellent examples, 
but not remember have seen more care- 
fully worded and scientifically sympathetic passage 
the causes the Reformation than given 
“World History the Making” (1927) McKin- 
ley, Howland and Dann. Page 540 has the follow- 
“Certain abuses are mentioned the next para- 
graph; but considering them, must remem- 
bered that one the abuses was found every- 
where the church; some them were simply 
local evils, while others were merely personal failings; 
some were found among certain classes officials, and 
some only certain countries. And through all the short- 
comings the church, continued perform faithfully 
many its duties society.” Larson 
his “History England” (1924) almost apologetic for 
the Church, and other English historians, Innes, 
Tout, Lupton, Eileen Power and Herbert 
Workman, manifest their latest works the spirit the 
New History. These historians usually refer Luther’s 
revolt “the great catastrophie,” and Salzman 
speaks “Luther’s fatal protest.” Many other repre- 
sentatives the New History could mentioned from 
among the American professors, such Lynn Thorndike 
and Austin Evans Columbia. The latter once invited 
the writer give exposition Scholastic philosophy 
his largely attended evening lectures. Then there are 
Herbert Bolton and Peatow California, Dana 


Munro Princeton, Frederick Dietz Chicago and 
Albert Hyma Michigan, and many others.

The faculty served the library, the students 
are served, every class, every subject, every assem- 
bly program, every home-room activity, every cur- 
ricular interest, each social activity; short, the 
whole life ministered the library. the 
servant all.

this intellectual expansion the student wants feel 
the joy independence thought. instinct- 
ively dislikes and rebels against the vicarious mental 
state. The time past when the teacher can impose 
his thoughts upon the student, who demands his 
right his own thinking. wants let 
alone find out for himself—he must have his own 
experience—he must now learn doing. must 
live with his own personal effort. 

agency surpasses the library its potential 
power guide early adolescence. the library, 
the boy and girl find the source upon which their 
instinctive inquisitiveness, their insatiable appetite 
for knowledge, their impulses learn through self- 
activity, their emotional and moral awakening pow- 
ers may feed and grow. the library, the early 
adolsecent finds repression his moral impulses 
—only invitation satisfy instinctive tendencies. 

Guidance the library unobtrusive for the 
adolescent knows not, nor does care, that every 
volume has been selected with scrupulous attention 
eliminate the harmful, and magnify the whole- 
some. Here the youth finds friends and guides who

HUMAN PERSONALITY ITS RELATION 
EDUCATION 


(Concluded from January Issue) 
Rev. Jos. Kelly, Ph.D. 


the third place, human personality centre 

being relation God. The dignity 
man’s personality appears his lordship over the 
natural creation, and the expression which 
gives his relation humanity; but still more 
this, that organ for the divine. Divinity 
sounds through humanity, and through every in- 
dividual soul personal representative human- 
ity. 

This characteristic man’s personality intro- 
duces into the inner shrine his being, where 
his highest dignity confronts and challenges our 
deepest interest. The voice God penetrates hu- 
man reason, and man becomes conscious the 
being God, the presence God. The idea 
God intuitive. Underneath all the arguments for 
the existence Supreme Being, Who the Crea- 
tor all things, and Who made man His own 
image and likeness, that are addressed the logical 
understanding, the intuition God the human 
reason. This idea, true, emerges from the 
reason now distorted form before the light 
supernatural revelation has penetrated the dark- 
ness that has enshrouded all man’s powers reason 
sin; but still find all men, and every 
age enlightenment. the reason the child 
rises those mysterious thoughts and musings that 
struggle take the meaning the infinite and 
the eternal. forms something epoch the 
life every one when first this great idea begins 
take outline. And advancing years lead 
riper development reason, these outlines as- 
sume more distinctness our spiritual horizon. 
the natural orb day rises before the eye the 
morning, and ascends his place the natural 
heavens, dispensing light over the earth, the idea 
God dawns upon the opening the mind and 
becomes absorbing mystery human life. The 
child, and even the untutored full-grown man may 
behold this wonder the natural heavens without 
any definite knowledge what is. like man- 
ner, the nature God may dark and mysterious, 
but His existence nevertheless reality the 
human reason. 


With still greater power the existence God im- 
presses itself the moral nature man. sense 
personal responsibility the infinite Lawgiver 
constitutes the essence conscience, that tribunal 
set the spiritual nature every man. This 
too, may dark and distorted, but extent 
moral debasement can entirely blot out. may 
hidden times the mysterious processes 
life’s day, just the sun may hidden heavy 
clouds, but every man knows and feels that 
there, and that will emerge again into clearer 
light. There God Whom every person 
responsible. This sense relationship God 
present characteristic man’s personality. 
the office supernatural revelation quicken 
into the new-born religious nature man. There 
need argue the question man’s religious 
nature, and the revelation that God has made 
Himself through His eternal word. 
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come then assign this relation man 
God, which holds personality its proper place 
man’s education. cannot regard exactly 
only part education develop this religious 
sense, but must regard the benediction 
which crowns the whole. not within the com- 
pass education alone, the ordinary sense, 
produce cultivate this religious sense. This must 
done power and grace which human 
book human culture can accomplish. But that 
has with education, and that determines 
whether education shall prove blessing curse, 
this cannot assert emphasize too strongly. 


considering this aspect personality, in- 
volving man’s consciousness his relation God, 
desire place harmony with the other 
two, and their relation education. meet here 
the problem harmonizing religion and culture. 
Are they separate and independent interests merely 
standing alongside each other? Are they antag- 
onistic each other? are they related 
each other that they may come into vital harmoni- 
ous union? Let Culture proposes its end, 
the carrying man’s nature its highest perfec- 
tion, the developing the full all the capacities 
our humanity. then, this view, humanity 
contemplated its totality, and not some partial 
side it, culture must aim developing our hu- 
manity its Godward aspect well its mun- 
dane. And must not only reorganize the religious 
side humanity, but tries assign the due 
place each capacity, and assign all the capaci- 
ties their natural relations, must concede the 
Godward capacities that paramount and dominating 
place which rightfully belongs them, they are 
recognized all. That is, culture must embrace 
religion, and end it. 

the other hand, start from the standpoint 
religion, equally clear that must embrace 
culture, because the first place itself the 
culture the highest capacity our being; and 
the next place, because, not partial blind, 
must acknowledge all the other capacities man’s 
nature gifts which God has given, and given that 
man may cultivate them the utmost, and elevate 
them connecting them with the thought the 
Giver, and the purpose for which gave them. 
Start from the manward pole, and along the line 
honestly and thoroughly and you land the divine 
one. Start from the and carry out all 
that implies, and you land the manward pole, 
the perfection humanity. Ideally considered, 
again, culture must culminate religion, and reli- 
gion must expand into culture. 

And this find the course these two 
the history our race. Greece the birthland 
culture. was the calling Greek culture, work- 
ing practically through Latin literature, give 
European civilization its character from humanis- 
tic standpoint. But find the source religious 
knowledge the mission and work Judaism. 
Jerusalem the fountain head religious knowl- 
edge the world, Athens secular. These 
two ideas wrought and expanded, indeed, sep- 
arate lines, antagonizing each other, yea, despising 
each other. The Jew despised the Greek, and the 
Greek held the Jew hearty contempt. 

But the fullness time this antagonism was 


reconciled the introduction the one absolute 
religion for our race the person the God-man, 
and thence forward there was neither Greek 
nor Jew, but one new perfect man. Christianity 
embraced humanization and filled with new soul 
when the Greek became the language the new 
Divine Revelation, and humane culture found 
Christianity the spirit which alone could save 
from absolute wreck and ruin. the mission 
modern history actualize, through struggle and 
conflict, this marriage the divine and human 
true culture, which has its basis the union 
these two the divine human person our Lord. 
May not say now, that what passes before 
the grand movement history the true model 
for the realization all true culture the indi- 
vidual man? True liberal culture carries it, in- 
deed, the development the human, the study and 
realization the humanities, the cultivation 
all the human faculties, but the life and spirit 
such culture must descend from above the graces 
that religion which becomes the benediction 
God upon the whole man. the divine the 
person our Lord assumed human form, and 
glorified our humanity, Christianity claims the 
power filling with its heavenborn spirit all forms 
human learning and culture. From which 
conclude, that all true education must ruled and 
intoned the spirit our holy religion. the 
culture Greece which refused receive the in- 
spiration Christianity was left behind 
stranded wreck, corpse, the land its birth, 
from which the glory has forever departed, edu- 
cation which refuses the benediction Christianity 
must ever remain lifeless form without the spirit 
which should shine forth gloriously within. 

The crowning dignity human personality, then, 
found its relation God, and this determines 
the chief interest all right education. God’s voice 
sounds through man. What more exalted position 
could the creature occupy than made the free 
organ for the utterance the divine? man 
truly great being lord over the natural world, 
that through his intelligence the wonders the 
starry heavens and the mysteries land and sea 
are all penetrated and exposed view, and the very 
powers nature are made his will—truly 
great also being expression humanity, how 
much more exalted must when viewed the 
free organ for the expression the mind and will 
God! cultivate his powers this threefold 
direction the work education. have sense 
the dignity his nature necessary condition 
towards fulfilling his mission and destiny, and 
realize the harmonious unfolding all his capaci- 
ties world-ward, man-ward, and God-ward, 
truly educated and cultivated man.

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FREE PERSPECTIVE DRAWING 
Suggestions for Course 
(Continued)

PLATE 19. first thought most people would prob- 
ably say that the laws perspective find little appli- 
cation the drawing the human figure, but the very 
contrary the case. the drawing the figure itself 
(in art “figure” generally used for “human 
perspective used constantly and the most subtle man- 
ner; the same true for the relating the figure its 
surroundings the picture. Before 
taking this matter, however, the 
main proportions the figure must 
figure extreme left plate. 
heads high, head meaning the dis- 
tance any figure from the bottom 
the chin the top the skull (not 
top hair, especially nowadays when 
the style haircut leaves great tuft 
the top the head). Note that 
mark the knees, mark the 
hips and mark the elbows; that 
shoulder-line nearly heads wide, 
hip-line heads wide, hand long 
face, and foot head long the 
tendency draw hands and feet too 
assiduously until well known. Ob- 
serve that children the head, though 
smaller itself, larger propor- 
tion the body. Note that child 
five years only five heads tall and 
that his hip-line not mid-height, 
but point child eleven years 
about heads high; but its unit

Thus say, the action the crouching lion 
and the bounding lion that picture good. con- 
nection with this plate much drill should given 
simple action drawing simple, for that, begin with, 
difficult enough. The bodily positions incidental 
many calisthenic exercises which the arms and legs 
are symmetrically placed make good subjects. Upon 
little thought many other subjects may found. 


PLATE 20. With all the principles and exercises 
far given the average class following this course, 
still more than likely that there ould not time for all 
the preliminary drills that would necessary before they 
could draw even the setting this plate successfully—— 
the setting, e., everything except the human figures. 
The teacher would best, perhaps, having the class 
draw the plate once is, step step, after him 
draws the blackboard; might point out 
them the successive steps from chart containing the 
finished picture large enough for all the class see. The 
steps, roughly are these: horizon-line (in this plate just 
above lady’s parasol) and horizontal axis for the eclipse 
base band-stand; this axis extended will serve

The drawing the figures application plate 19, 
but little more the dramatic element enters into it. 
For each the figures the fore and mid-ground the 
draftsman should imagine himself actually the situation 
representing. can succeed portraying life 
building flesh and clothes upon his skeleton figures the 
student finds that has not clear mental images the 
forms needs, let him not draw his vague impressions 
but refer good book illustrations or, far better still, 
observe reality. 

There may the class some students who are able 
this point the course compose pictures containing 
easy action like that shown the plate. They might 
draw scenes from parks, play-grounds, streets, stores, etc., 
with which they are students less gifted, 
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might better show them pictures representing 
such scenes and then have them draw the same from 
memory, applying the rules perspective; the teacher 
may lead them gradually having them follow him 
draws the picture step step, leaving, however, 
much possible done the student himself. 


Nearly all 
action even skeleton form implies proficiency oblique 
perspective because nearly every problem some, not 
all, the skeleton lines the figure are foreshortened, 
Some pictorial artists depend this work mostly 
their remarkable imagination, others draw only from the 
living model, others use also manikins some the 
old masters did, among them Tintoretto; but consciously 
unconsciously, all use perspective, fact, most 
them have some time other studied technically 
and very particularly, like the great Raphael. pays 
study thoroughly but can here offer only some sug- 
gestions. 


See again the exercises oblique perspective suggested 
plates and 13; give similar Then take 
action problems, going from the easy the 
from familiar postures boy kneeling church, 
easy movement boy making genuflection; say, 
one well made and one carlessly. Then try more com- 
plex action——a boy pitching ball tagging runner 
out home-plate, etc. Students who are gifted and quick 
learn may now take animal action. Patience and 
manly effort the imagination are necessary. Thorough- 
ness will richly repaid and every problem well solved 
means increase power draw. 


PLATE 22. composing good picture unity the 
first and most important consideration only one sub- 
ject, e., only one main idea, and all the other things 
the picture referring that and bearing out. 
thing affected this principle; everything, speak, 
dances attendance it, the perspective qualities being 
exception. rule best draw first the near- 
est figure and happens the main figure the 
subject, this plate, much the better. The whole 
picture being clearly conceived the mind, roughly block 
the spaces the figures are occupy, relating them all 
the horizon and judging carefully their perspective 
distances. Then comes the drawing the skeleton 
figures, which this plate may seen drawn fine with- 
the body outlines. Observe that none the figures 
except that the fallen player, eight heads high. This 
because they are all leaning forward the act running; 
even the two that are most nearly erect are seemingly 
only five and one half heads high. Note carefully the 
other fore-shortenings. When the skeletons are correct- 
draw the body outlines around them. Yet the student 
must know that the result only approximate 
for true the figure knowledge hu- 
man surface anatomy necessary. 


For supplementary work directed under plate 
only choosing more difficult action. 


The ambitious student who has successfully mastered 
this course will find himself quite well prepared take 
the full subject pictorial illustration. whet his 
enthusiasm would well form and develop high 
ideals the art and look over the field covers. The 
latter can done examining some good text; one 
such Practical Illustration John Whiting, Harper 
Brothers, New York, 1920; and the former studying 
with the eye the student the inspiring work great 
pictorial artists. The first masterpiece that comes 
mind recommend The Miracle Saint Mark 
Tintoretto (surnamed Furioso) with its wonderful 
foreshortening the saint who pictured coming 
like flash from heaven and hovering over the multitude.

Among the other masters whose 
illustrative work carries high inspiration the student 
are Raphael, Leonardo Vinci, Veronese, Tiepolo, Rem- 
brandt, Rubens, Watteau, Meissonier, Chavannes, 
Munkacsy, Dore; and among our own, Abbey, 
Remington, Howard Pyle and Maxfield Parrish.

Second Grade 


INCE the time Pestalozzi his principles 
(CLEAR IDEAS, INCREASING VOCABU- 
LARY, SERIES IDEAS) have received two 
notable additions: (1) The development contri- 
bution recitations and (2) emphasis the creation 
real audience situations. The second grade, 
mentioned previous paper, the proper place 
start such functioning the oral composition 
work, the method contribution recitation each 
child the class may have something say upon 
certain topic under discussion. The subject for 
the oral composition should familiar all the 
pupils the class. particular bird studied, 
particular shrub, plant, flower. The subject 
might birthday party which all the class had 
been observation visit made; even 
account visit paid the school certain 
individual. There are any number subjects which 
all the children have opportunity being familiar. 
The aim teach the child keep his IDEAS 
CLEAR, give him opportunity for INCREAS- 
ING HIS VOCABULARY, and increase his 
power keep mind SERIES IDEAS. 


Even pupils who had not been members the 
observation group, the birthday party, might 
able contribute the discussion adding 
some related matter that they happened know. 
One child might able add few short sen- 
another might able talk for two min- 
utes. these cases there would real audience 
situation, consisting (1) persons who are inter- 
ested, who are interested, hearing about 
the subject under discussion and (2) speaker with 
new material present them. was late the 
nineteenth century when such contribution recita- 
tions were introduced into elementary schools, and 
even then they did not receive much emphasis owing 
the fact poor library facilities for children 
the earlier grades. the present day, our im- 
proved school libraries for children have made 
possible for pupils read different accounts the 
subjects under discussion. 


AUDIENCE SITUATION very desirable 
factor, and became strong the schools towards 
the close the nineteenth century. Psychologists 
emphasized this practice even among very young 
children the strongest human inborn tenden- 
cies. Its practice bound give results, and 
should utilized school practice for expression 
and communication. audience situation includes 
the speaker and the audience. The pupil has some- 
thing real interest himself, something which 
wants tell the class. feels his importance, 
regards himself worthy interesting audi- 
ence; and the audience anxious learn what the 
speaker has say the topic that being dis- 
cussed. know that the idea creating real 
audience situations not new methods train- 
ing expression. How far may not back for 
picture fond parent placing three, five 
year old child the floor entertain the company 
the rehearsal some piece poetry some 
little song story. And the child was promised 
reward would “do again,” and “better 
this time.” 


Notwithstanding these primitive attempts, re- 
quired extensive efforts psychologists and edu- 
cators after the close the nineteenth century 
secure the general adoption audience situations 
even progressive schools. And the present day 
methods teaching composition many our 
schools are disastrous failures, may not due 
part the lack audience situations? 

The real audience situation for the purpose 
communicating ideas bound stimulate interest 
the oral composition class. Even these young 
children the second grade will anxious find 
out something about the topic for discussion. They 
will want read the books the children’s library 
try find out something tell the they 
will willing extra observation work; they 
will talk about the subjects home and find out 
what father and mother can tell them about it. They 
will glad stand before the class and tell what 
they have learned. They will feel their importance 
having the class listen them. These little 
people will become efficient judges the speech 
they will able pass their opinions for 
the specific needs improvement the communi- 
cation thought. 

important that the pupil cultivate skill ex- 
pressing his thoughts. Even though the speaker 
may have the necessary attainments, namely, clear 
ideas, adequate vocabulary, and ability 
keep long series ideas mind, yet may fail 
interest his audience, and will fail, unless the sub- 
ject discussed one with which the audience 
familiar, one upon which they have previously 
talked, and which they are now desirous find- 
ing more interesting matter. The pupil who 
speaking his class must endeavor have some- 
thing new communicate, must endeavor make 
impression his talk. The listeners must get 
something interest, some information addition 
what they already have. They should im- 
pressed the expressional efforts the speaker. 

Composition subject that very distasteful 
most children the grades, and after some years 
practice their hatred for it, they enter high 
school determined not make attempt hand- 
ling it. This causes teachers agonize over the 
situation. The condition requires teachers great 
tact and high courage handle such situation 
the high school. But can done. High resolve 
saturated with zeal and patience will the work. 
The method treating this situation the high 
school will not developed here, for here are 
concerned with the grades. With the grade teach- 
ers rest the responsibilities higher education. 

Teachers the primary grades, instill into the 
hearts your young pupils desire talk and 
tell something that they have learned the sub- 
jects discussed; guide these children their 
search for knowledge that this desire may grow with 
them they advance the grades, and you will 
have accomplished the early years for your chil- 
dren something that can acquired later years 
only tremendous cost both teacher and pupil. 

The composition lesson should the most de- 
lightful the daily program. handled 
interesting way, the children will look forward 
this with desire that will reward the teacher for 
all her careful planning. The children will fired 
with ambition talk the class, tell the class 
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some new, interesting matter the topic proposed 
for discussion. The speaker will able tell his 
audience where found the information, whether 
book, and book, what book? Who wrote 
the book? the book the children’s school 
library? The child might have the book with him, 
and after has given the matter his own words, 
then might read the passage from the book. Per- 
haps, got this information from some one 
home. matter what may the source, the 
child has the pleasure giving the information and 
the audience the opportunity receiving it. 

Primary teachers, avoid the methods found the 
old-fashioned school, methods dull that they 
serve only dull the keen mind your young 
pupils. would better not teach composition 
all than resort such killing processes. 

Oral composition this grade should receive 
four-fifths the time allotted composition. The 
children cannot yet write with any degree easi- 
ness, and they should not encumbered with 
double responsibility, that composing and 
writing. Too, the necessary thing this stage 
their advance educate them express their 
thoughts without hesitation, and with some degree 
security. Again, oral composition much more 
frequent and important the actual situations 
these children. Practically all persons, except in- 
fants, engage oral communication. our high 
school pupils, and our college students are unable 
engage interesting conversation without 
reddening, and stumbling, and blundering, where 
can place the blame? the primary grades. 
While the children are the primary grades, they 
should learn speak with ease, and feel home 
the floor before the audience they are addressing. 
following this method through the grades, 
the time they are high school these children 
will skilled conversation, and skill conversa- 
tion very highly esteemed and commendable. 
the children are taught express their thoughts 
with ease, and they are conscious their ability, 
they will anxious secure all the information 
possible that they may have something say, 
knowing that they are capable saying it. They 
must equipped with abundance ideas 
general interest; the vocabulary growth must keep 
apace with this knowledge; practice communica- 
tion must frequent. 

The progressive elementary school today does 
give liberal contact with contemporary social life. 
The conversational lessons which prevail these 
schools are most effective devices the training 
children for oral communication. Compare class 
this situation with class the old-fashioned 
type where the children the primary grades 
spoken individually would hide heads desks 
even creep behind one another hide from view. 

Primary teachers, you are not resourceful 
methods teaching, then, you can become so, and 
imperative that you become you are 
continue your teaching the youth our country. 
Give them the best that you, make their little 
lives happy, show them how sweet and easy the 
path that leads true education. 

Most universities and colleges offer summer 
school courses. You will find Methods Courses 
listed the summer school bulletins. These will 
most beneficial for you follow. From them 
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will glean ideas that will broaden and develop 
your own initiative. 

There abundance material that can 
used for the oral composition work the earlier 
grades. lesson the reader will make good 
subject for development. may poem, 
may little story. These will lend variety 
connection with the work observation, conver- 
sation, etc.

general agreement that the application the 
methods scientific research the study educa- 
tional problems marks new era the history edu- 
cation. For the movement, whole, apology 
needed. few years results have been achieved that 
should convince the most sceptical that new force 
work which bound have far-reaching effects the 
science and art education. Recent years have witnessed 
feverish activity educational experimentation and in- 
vestigation this country. new technique has been 
created adapted the new type research. 
incredibly short time the new movement has succeeded 
gaining numerous disciples all sections the country. 
Any new movement has elements interest but this 
new scientific movement was something unique. the 
movement got unden way seemed that few weeks 
summer school were sufficient flood the country with 
“testers,” some whom were “doing Binets” while others 
were carrying “researches” the classroom. The pu- 
pils were mildly amused while the parents were bewild- 
ered. Soon had new jargon our teachers’ meet- 
ings and use our professional journals and the indi- 
cations educational ferment became general. The 
more conservative for time held aloof, but soon the 
movement swept the country and the doubters were sil- 
enced they made any effort protest. Logic poor 
weapon against overwhelming movement this kind. 

During the last few years, however, more judicial at- 
titude mind has become evident, and are now be- 
ginning see that while the movement has many 
elements genuine worth there small admixture 
quackery. More serious students have always harbored 
suspicious the possibility creating and developing 
really scientific movement over-night were. They 
have even doubted the wisdom attempting make re- 
search workers all teachers, the vast majority whom 
have neither the training nor the mental attitude essential 
for such work. sometimes forgotten that the 
case liberty may commit crimes the sacred name 
science. 


prolonged period observation and reflection 
needed convince any thoughful person that owing 
the complexity the subject matter educational re- 
search—which, for the most part, nothing less than hu- 
man nature would unreasonable expect re- 
sults definite and reliable those which the phys- 
ical sciences have yielded. Besides, the technique em- 
ployed educational investigations still necessarily 
crude and yet inadequately adjusted its new function. 
Notwithstanding these handicaps, however, sufficiently en- 
couraging results have been achieved warrant further 
efforts along similar lines. the other hand, instances 
are not wanting misdirected energy. This has been 
especially true when the more legitimate activities the 
classroom have been interrupted, valuable time wasted, 
and the primary functions teaching and learning have 
been neglected arrested. 


take concrete illustration, let consider the prob- 
lem curriculum—now favorite indoor sport educa- 
tional circles all over the country. seems the writer 
that the results hitherto attained have been means 
comparable with the time, labor, and money expended. 
survey the literature this field reveals bewilder- 
ing array aims and outcomes, major and minor object- 
ives, abilities and activities, functions and sub-functions, 
knowledges and skills, attitudes and appreciations,—all 
which have been duly canvassed and enumerated for the 
different school subjects. Analyses have been carried 
such minute detail that the heads students fairly reel 
the vain attempt either organize synthesize them 
with view reducing them servicable form. One 
school system known the writer after expenditure 
$100,000 curriculum building has mass material 
hand that has hitherto defied the best efforts some 
the most capable teachers the system organize ef- 
fectively for teaching purposes. studying the current 
literature the curriculum the writer has 
more than once that immortal couplet wherein Swift 
tried give his readers concrete example infinite 
series: 


“Great fleas have little fleas upon their backs that bite’m, 
And little fleas have lesser fleas and infinitum.” 
Under the circumstances student can hardly blamed 
fails wax enthusiastic discovering the more 
than “57 varieties” objectives which expected 
realize from the teaching his subject specialization. 
told rather apologetically that several thousands 
“abilities” suggested teachers and members commit- 
tees had omitted account the high cost 
printing. Even for such small favors duly thankful 
and feels new sympathy with the poet’s protest: 

man with your rule and measure, 

Your tests and analyses! 

You may take your empty pleasure, 

May kill the pine, you please, 

You may count the rings and the seasons, 
May hold the sap the sun, 

You may guess the ways and the reasons 
Till your little day done.” 


certain instances the process described has exerted 
pernicious influence, and allowed unchecked 
may productive irreparable harm. Our Christian 
spirit which urges give credit for good intentions 
should not make oblivious the fact that certain 
place credited with having variegated pavement 
which some the quaintest mosaics have been formed 
such intentions. Perhaps other field have dissicated 
teaching methods produced such weird and disastrous re- 
sults the attempts made teach literary appreciation 
the high school. How often find the teacher who 
her efforts keep mind the “57 varieties” “activ- 
ities” merely succeeds “holding the sap the sun” 
thereby wasting the precious elixir which might have 
served quench the natural thirst the pupils who under 
happier circumstances might have been tempted “to drink 
deep the Pierian spring.” would exaggeration 
suggest that not little the prevailing devitalized in- 
struction due the change emphasis from artistry 
teaching hankering after current educational fads, 
ill-advised attempts keep with the Joneses edu- 
cational fashion exploiting quasi-scientific methods 
good-natured but unsuspecting public. The good inten- 
tion the teachers not questioned. Sometimes pres- 
sure brought bear upon them administrators who 
are seeking public approval making show keeping 
the school system abreast with the times. The worst that 
can said about the teachers that their docility 
more evidence than their common sense and that they 
seem without saving sense humor. 

The protest made here not against the really well- 
planned and carefully conducted experiment, nor against 
new and helpful methods and devices, but against those 
that have never been adequately tried out before being 
“sold” teachers and guaranteed panacea for all ed- 
ucational ills ranging from low the congenital 
malady being born tired. 

Space will not permit further illustrations some 
the more glaring educational foibles which have flourished 
under the pretence that they are scientific and are needed 
supplant procedure that have become antiquated. Just 
because educational idea dates back the period be- 
fore the Great War valid reason for rejecting 
many seem think. The genuine research student never 
starts novo. Rather does search out what has been 
accomplished his particular field. Then having evalu- 
ated proceeds make his own contribution. this 
shows wisdom. “With double purpose,” wrote St. 
Thomas Aquinas, “we should study the opinions anti- 
quity, utilize what they have said truly, and avoid 
the errors into which they have fallen.” Since cannot 
get all our knowledge first hand have necessarily 
depend authority for much larger proportion than 
most suspect. contemporary experts while de- 
cidedly helpful are not our sole source valuable knowl- 
edge. Opinions that have justified themselves before the 
bar history deserve serious consideration. Surely 
might legitimately attach much weight the deliberate 
opinions the saints and sages past generations 
attach the slogans, shibboleths, and paradoxes the 
minor prophets the present day. Even more important 
for the teacher than skill conducting scientific research 
the cultivation critical attitude towards authority.

conceded be, then teacher must have both 
native aptitude for her work and special 
edge the work which she engaged. Every 
teacher must then possess the essential characteris- 
tics successful teacher, also the qualities re- 
quired for the teaching her selected subject 
instruction. other words, she should conver- 
sant with the content her subject, this case, 
history, and she should have grasp the nature 
the subject particular discipline the school. 
She should bring bear upon her teaching those 
qualities—honesty purpose, sense proportion, 
keeness ability separate the essential from the 
unessential, the fundamental from the accessory— 
which characterize the good historian. She must 
understand that the fundamental purpose history 
teaching broaden the vision and the sympa- 
thies; and she must capable using historical 
data achieve this end. The professional teacher 
will not lose the pupil maze facts; she 
use the facts make the desired impression. The 
teacher should understand that facts themselves are 
slight import compared with their interpreta- 
tion. Hence, the first duty the prospective his- 
tory teacher familiarize herself with the nature 
her subject. know history one thing; 
teach another. The prospective teacher must 
strive toward the historical sense which may at- 
tained some degree absorbing the spirit 
history and its intent. This requires long and care- 
ful study and reflection. her work properly, 
the teacher not only required have knowledge 
the facts and events history, but she must have 
synthesized these facts into mental picture 
vision, Without this achievement, her teaching 
unorganized and haphazard. 


The Pupils Taught 


The teacher after all does not teach history; 
neither does she teach herself. She teaches pupils 
whose individual mental equipment differs widely. 
This statement, that teacher does not teach his- 
tory, has reference the fact that teachers the 
subject may organize their knowledge history 
inflexible logical sequence that befitting his- 
tory objectively science, but fallacious 
that its extreme form fails take into account 
the nature the minds which the facts his- 
tory are make impression. Again, the teacher 
may make the mistake assuming that the minds 
the pupils are like her own both regard 
knowledge and respect general attitude 
mind, times, therefore, teachers teach themselves 
rather than the pupils—that their instruction 
themselves they know themselves rather than 
the pupils. 

The teacher should then give due consideration 
the factors which have brought about which 
have tended color the attitudes the pupils. 
Their racial and social background will long 
way towards cultivating historical background 
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tion. this respect, history like other subjects 
must take into account the previous experiences 
the pupils, though history is, perhaps, more 
important that this done because the racial 
differences existing among school children and be- 
cause, therefore, their different social experiences. 
The Technique Instruction 

There are good and bad methods teaching his- 
tory. addition knowledge history, the 
teacher should, therefore, know the best methods 
presenting the subject. However, would not 
wise for the history teacher apply inflexible 
standard method. The inventive professional 
teacher will adjust the method suit the conditions 
they are found. Some teachers history have 
special aptitude for devising ways and means 
presenting the subject-matter suit the needs 
the moment. thorough acquaintance with peda- 
gogical procedure helps the teacher giving such 
flexibility her teaching, nevertheless, aptitude 
part inborn. The history teacher should bear 
mind this fact that, though assiduous study she 
may make herself quite capable teaching her sub- 
ject, unless she has certain degree natural abil- 
ity present the subject, she will not find the teach- 
ing altogether pleasant, and her work will not 
other professions, the teacher history must have 
real vocation for that particular field activity. 


Purposes Motivating the Study 


The successful teacher ought have some 
edge both the general results obtained 
through the study and teaching history, and the 
special purpose her day and age. With this 
knowledge, she position gauge her pro- 
gress and guide her work accordingly. Since 
today the social values the study history are 
the ascendant, the teacher must conversant 
with the social and political ideals and motives 
the period. She thus able relate the study 
even Ancient History present aspirations and 
needs, and able impart her teaching meas- 
ure immediate and practical value. Today, then, 
the history teacher must abreast the times, 
particularly reference its social 
movements. quite essential that the pros- 
pective teacher history includes sociology and 
politics her preparatory courses. 


Sources for Information 

History not only being made, but re-made 
day after day. quite necessary then that the 
teacher continue expand her knowledge the 
subject. She cannot very well confine herself 
her text book only. She must supplement the text 
with extensive collateral reading. Thus, she follows 
from day day developments which determine 
certain extent her procedure and mode interpre- 
ting the facts the text used the pupils. She 
must, therefore, familiarize herself with the best 
sources additional information her subject. 
She should, this respect, know the best standard 
sources information her subject—sources that 
have long been use; and she should acquainted 
with the best exponents 
thought. also necessary that the teacher should 
know where get such information and how 
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proceed getting it. bibliography standard 
works history any period it, also current 
periodicals the subject, should accessible 
the teacher. 


Personal Qualities the Teacher 


The teacher history should not only possess the 
qualities which teachers generally need suc- 
cessful methods and class room management, she 
should over and above these and the requisites—his- 
torical sense, insight, sense proportion—already 
mentioned, sympathy with both the nature 
the subject and its purpose. She must have en- 
thusiasm for it, consciousness social 
cal activities, and she should have deep preju- 
dices.

the very beginning their religious life, this 

joyfulness manifest characteristic all true 
religious. Novices proverbially laugh very easily and con- 
tinue laugh even after there seems very little 
reason for it. might possibly thought that that 
due the frivolity youth our present day world 
out which they have come recently and that their 
gayety due the modern light-hearted spirit youth- 
fulness. There very old historical tradition the 
matter however which emphasizes the ready tendency 
novices laugh. have striking definition no- 
vice possibly over thousand years old, certainly over 
five hundred years old, which was couched 
fashioned Latin. runs something like this: qui pocula 
frangit, oleum fundit, novice creature 
who breaks crockery, spills oil and giggles.” They still 
continue break crockery though they not spill oil 
much any more except perhaps the sacristans, though 
they are said waste electricity, but they surely giggle 
the slightest provocation. 

called attention the Catholic World, April, 1926, 
recent biography Abbot Mendel, the great biolo- 
gist who revolutionized our knowledge heredity. His 
biographer who was not Catholic suggested that Mendel 
could not have been very good religious because once 
upon time fat bishop visited the monastery where 
was novice, laughed him. Well, think novices 
have always laughed fat bishops though they did not 
mean disrespectful and actually were not and hope 
that they will continue so, for the surest sign 
their light-hearted sincerity their religious vocation. 

Novices are particularly likely laugh during religious 
ceremonials during community prayers. quite 
sure that non-Catholics were present the chapel 
sometimes some the religious communities when for 
some reason, usually very trifling one, wave merri- 
ment passed over the novices, would somewhat 
scandalized. were kneeling behind them would

far health concerned, laughter extremely 
valuable exercise. consists physiologically and anato- 
mically series rather large excursions the dia- 
phragm upward and downward which inevitably cause the 
taking deep breaths and then the rapid expulsion 
air with the production deep sounds the larynx. All 
this exercise profundly hygienic. First, nothing 
better for than the taking deep breaths because 
aerates our lungs thoroughly and therefore the blood that 
constantly flowing through them, and above all ven- 
tilates certain portions the lungs the edges and bases 
and apieces which ordinary breathing does not reach 
except far the law the diffusion gases as- 
serts itself. good hearty laugh gives the lungs quite 
thorough ventilation opening the windows both 
sides the room when there some breeze, ventilates 
the room.

will never become fully spontaneous and natural but 
rather always seem something forced and artificial, From 
the outset, therefore, the emotions also must linked 
religion. Then the whole man rendered religious. Then 
reacts religiously not only with fractional parts his 
being but with his entire personality. such being 
religion deeply Religion becomes like 
pigment that has penetrated every fibre his being. 

Integration will always the hallmark effective 
religious education. The teacher that puts truth into 
the intellect the child and makes radiate such 
manner that gets into the will and touches the emotions 
and feelings has accomplished his task well. has done 
work that will last.

XPERIENCE high-priced tutor, but what 

learned from experience usually well taught and 
well assimilated that, after one lesson, becomes 
integral part our wisdom hoard. The profession the 
teacher, having with that complex thing that 
humanity, variously rich experiences universal 
character; since all men are fundamentally fashioned from 
the same pattern—life. From this follows that the 
more perfectly the teacher understands her profession the 
more reliable are her reactions class room technique, 
the more unerring her judgment, the more accurately 
she senses the things that make for true education. 

Normal schools, training colleges, and institutions 
similar nature fulfill their mission relatively well deter- 
mining the face value the educational machine; but 
matter how well fortified with degrees, diplomas, and 
recommendations the young teacher may be, she lacks 
one thing infinite value; namely, the cool philosophy 
life that born nothing but experience. What 
volumes and volumes wisdom result from—to use 
current phrase—being through all! 

The writer these few comments has, literally, been 
through much and can say very much from experi- 
ence. The one feature the entire gamut the educa- 
tional field that has—previous the acquisition the 
knowledge resulting from success and endlessly 
repeated—been for subject needless experimenta- 
tion was some way connected with the psychology 
assignments. With the years, however, has evolved very 
definite platform regarding what some ultra-moderns are 
pleased call the antiquated conception “home work.” 
The conception antiquated, true, but its very anti- 
quity gives such prestige that the successful teacher 
will never dispense with it. well acquainted with 
large number eminently capable instructors, all 
whose hobbies revolve around one central hobby, the 
daily assigning lessons. 

few weeks ago, audited class methods taught 
gentleman whose duty—or privilege—it train 
large percentage the teachers his home state. 
was inspiring; enunciated some stimulating truths, but 
unfortunately had “complex.” was the psycholog- 
ical ineptitude demanding children devote their even- 
ings droning over school tasks, when they and society 
large would benefit far more were they (the children) 
pass the time companioned with their parents. Yes, per- 
haps, were they spend the hours thus companioned; 
but know that one the most distressing features 
modern home life the almost utter absence it, par- 
ticularly the evening. Children not now take kindly 
parental companionship, and for that very reason the 
old-fashioned conception “home work” generally 
God-send that helps keep the children off the 
streets and thus lightens the worries parents who are 
often poor disciplinarians.

Collects are recited the priest, which 
prays for the Church, the pope, bishops and all holy 
orders also for the faithful; for the catechumens; for 
preservation from all errors, diseases, famine, etc.; for 
heretics and schismatics; for the Jews and lastly, for 
pagans. 

After the priest lays aside his chasuble, inveils 
the crucifix, first uncovering the left arm singing, “Ecce 
lignum crucis, quo salus mundi pependit.” Then 
uncovers the right arm singing the same words; then 
the middle the altar uncovers the whole crucifix. 
Each the three times. the choir sings, “Venite adore- 
mus,” and all kneel except the priest. 

Adoration the cross the priest and people, 
during which the two chanters alternately chant the re- 
proaches.

brief treatment the subject, “The Psychology 
the Assignment,” could resolved under three heads; 
namely, (1) What good assignment? (2) How should 
made? (3) When should made? 

good assignment the teacher’s most effective in- 
strument for imparting knowledge. like machine; 
what one puts into usually comes out it, less, some- 
times little more. good assignment.is reasonable, 
seasonable, well organized that means the 
pupil learns how study, what study and both 
systematic manner. The time element plays major 
part any assignment, since the time the dis- 
posal must determine the scope and character home 
lessons, that is, lessons studied between any two 
successive recitation periods. purely discussion class 
the question-and-answer kind there little gained 
demanding preparation subject matter that will not 
come for checking the appointed day. history 
class using basic text would this type. (Supple- 
mentary reading outside the pale this brief paper.) 
40-minute recitation period can take care only 
limited amount work; and since efficiency does not 
mean how much done but how well done, would 
better pedagogy limit the demand and then demand 
the limit. the class superlatively well conducted, 
correlation will always fill large place the program, 
and this fact should kept mind when estimating the 
length lessons given out for study. 

Too long assignments should, course, never 
given; they work the detriment other classes, espe- 
cially those classes are taught different teachers 
varying degrees dominancy. The stronger teacher will 
naturally get the greater response, which fact often pro- 
vokes issue, one-sided that should not exist all. 


Once definite lesson has been assigned, the teacher 
must not allow anything interfere with the reckoning 
it. Every member the class must heard. Ram- 
bling, filibustering, triviality and all sidestepping the 
recitation much harm. Rambling mutual fault, 
usually more grievous the part the instructor, how- 
ever. When holding forth the platform, the teacher 
always safer with text book her hand; without 
anything liable happen. Filibustering the weapon 
the clever, scheming student who does not know the 
lesson, and who must that account get the teacher 
detour avoid possible disaster. course, the ex- 
perienced teacher will not easily allow herself side- 
tracked; yet matter for wonder how many filibusters 
succeed admirably with some smart (?) pupils. Eva- 
sion this nature exceedingly detrimental the for- 
mation honorable character, than which nothing should 
have priority the scheme education. 

(2) How should the assignment made? the very 
best the teacher’s ability, for again, “The assignment 
the teacher’s most effective work.” Personality 
trump card here. The instructor possessed strong 
pleasing personality can usually make any assignment 
any subject, matter how odious, attractive. The atti- 
tude the pupil towards lesson almost un- 
thinkable degree the reflection the attitude the 
teacher. know, from our own school days, that some 
teachers, ‘least, have the power keep the class keyed 
the highest pitch sustained effort all the time. 
Such the influence personality. The challenge the 
eye, the appeal the voice, the air great expectations, 
the enthusiasm manifested the teacher, assigning 
lessons, either cause the pupil rise the occasion and 
measure supremely the excellence hoped for. 

The assignment all-around effective must well- 
organized, and definite scope and matter. assign- 
ment left hanging the air will evaporate over night, 
leaving nothing its wake but faint mist. Most pupils, 
even those the secondary schools, not know how, 
what, when study.

Internationality Knowledge 

respect which the present age differs from all 
which have preceded the internationality certain 
its personal contacts and intellectual interchanges. 
Formerly nearly everybody stayed home; now nearly 
everybody travels. 

Students from other countries are found all 
the great universities the world. computed that 
1927 there were more than 7,500 students from foreign 
countries, the universities the United 
versity professors transfer their activities from one coun- 
try another, and there are international congresses 
scientific and other learned societies. Meanwhile prodig- 
ious volume books and journals carries vast streams 
knowledge and opinion across national boundaries into al- 
most every quarter the globe. The Information Serv- 
ice the Rockefeller Foundation furnishes statistics ex- 
hibiting that organization’s participation contributing 
this world-wide commerce ideas. 

1927 the Foundation supplied funds for fellowships 
for 864 persons from fifty-two different countries. 
these stipends, 216 were administered other agencies, 
like the American National Research Council, the British 
Medical Research Council, and the Australian National 
Research Council. the fellows appointed directly 
the Foundation 341 were looking forward careers 
medical education, 242 public health work, nursing 
education service, work the field human 
biology. the total 864 fellows the United States con- 
tributed 221, other parts the two Americans 73, Europe 
384, other regions, chiefly the East, 186. Besides financing 
the studies these persons the Foundation invited 115 
health officials, medical educators, and others make 
study visits outside their own countries, and through 
the League Nations contributed the international 
travel 125 members the health departments forty- 
four countries. 

The Foundation’s agency extending the spread 
knowledge went even further than disclosed the in- 
ventory republished above. sent medical literature 
more than eighty libraries nineteen different countries. 
issued three numbers special publication, “Methods 
and Problems Medical Education,” distributing them 
medical schools throughout the world, and supported 
the publication international journal entitled “Bio- 
logical contrast with columns daily 
papers given over records crime, gratifying 
see space devoted the chronicling activities incontest- 
ably beneficient their influence and manifestly free from 
mercenary aims. 


Have Cultural Studies Lost Ground? 

That the liberal arts type education now merely 
one variety educational programmes, and that there 
room for debate the subject whether not cul- 
tural study has lost ground, the conclusion reached 
bulletin issued the United States Bureau Educa- 
tion. 

Summing the salient features the situation which 
exists, the bulletin observes that mathematics seems not 
have suffered seriously, and that history and philosophy 
hold their own, and that the number degrees obtained 
result four years’ devotion the liberal arts shows 
serious decrease. Furthermore, notes significant 
the discussion the fact “complaint the part 
several institutions that there trend away from 
science.”

Toa 
considerable extent young 
women are available for office posi- 
tions formerly assigned invariably 
men. Compensation shows 
dency decrease. reported that 
earnings clerical and other moder- 
ate-salaried workers offices declined 
per cent. the period between 1890 
and 1924, while wages manual 
workers manufacturing and trans- 
portation advanced per cent. 

Contributing very materially 
new order things are one hand 
the introduction mechanical helps 
and the other the maintenance 
public and private schools training 
courses for office work. late, 
several the larger cities, schools 
have introduced machine training, 
with view fitting girls well 
boys for specific tasks that will 
theirs incumbents positions 
office machinery and conductors 
large institutions have taken pro- 
viding short training courses qualify- 
ing workers with little general culture 
for positions formerly reserved for 
graduates high schools.

Carnegie Library Policy 

address recent dinner for 
library trustees, Dr. Frederick Kep- 
pel, president the Carnegie Corpor- 
ation New York, outlined the fu- 
ture policy that organization, which 
apparently will assist the 
training librarians and not the 
erection buildings. 

The contributions Andrew Car- 
negie for library buildings were colos- 
sal and extended well-nigh every 
part the world. President Keppel 
says: “He spent personally, and, af- 
ter had funded his fortune, the 
Carnegie Corporation spent, some- 
thing over $52,000,000 public library 
buildings.” This form outlay came 
end during the World War, 
when word was sent out from Wash- 
ington that all labor and all material 
should conserved for military pur- 
poses. that time the trustees 
the Carnegie Corporation stopped 
contributions aid the construc- 
tion library buildings “until further 
notice.” After the war the Corpora- 
tion decided that instead making 
further expenditure bricks and 
mortar would “help the librarians 
help themselves build the libra- 
service.” The American Library 
Association has received substantial 
aid from the Corporation during the 
past ten years. The Corporation has 
contributed the establishment and 
maintenance the new type pro- 
fessional school for librarians the 
University Chicago. 

Intimating that will for the 
benefit the Association depend 
henceforward largely upon the enlist- 
ment support from other sources, 
Mr. Keppel remarks: know per- 
fectly well that haven’t made all 
the provisions the American Library 
Association needs, and think 
were quite right for their sake well 
our own leaving them pretty 
hard considering the opportunities 
they have the whole scheme 
American life.” 

The policy thus intimated per- 
fect harmony with the well-remember- 
Carnegie idea that the best way 
assist forward-looking enterprise 
encourage those concerned its 
development help themselves. 
this principle was that when 
gave library buildings communities 
Mr. Carnegie left the communi- 
ties supply their contents well 
pay for the land which they 
stood and solve their own way the 
problem financial support. 

Mr. Keppel emphasized the observa- 
tion that “Education going 
recognized more and more life- 
long process, and greater agency 
exists for its continuation than the 
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American public library.” added 
that the use and the success the 
American library depend upon the 
American Library Association 
very considerable extent.
